Majesty, presented to you by the orders of His

Mujesty the Emperor, you will be good enongh to

make it import and object clearly understood.

When, at the commoencement of the year 1866, con-
ferencos were talked of for the purpose of prevent-
lng the war then imminent in Germany by the
sasemhling of a Congress, in discussing the basis of
it with Earl Rnssell, yon were able to point out to
kim the compensation and the gnarantees of which
eertaln eveniunlities, of a nature to maodify the
status quo existing in the East, would render neces-
pary to Kussia. This was recognized by Earl Rnssell
with the utmost fairness. He did not deny that
every alteration eflvcted in the text and the gpirit of
the treaty of 159, must lead to the revision of that
doenment. Alhongh these eventnalities have not
peen realized, Lord Granville will not deny that
that treaty has suffered grave moedifications in one
of ita easential parts,

Wlat cannot but impress Russia inj those modifi-
eations, is not the factitious hostile tendency to-
warids ber of which they bear the stamp ; it 18 Dot
the consequences that may result to @ great conntry
from the establisbment on her frontier of a small,
quasi-independent State ; it is, above all, the facility
with which, barely ten yvears after ite conclusion, a
solemn transaction, invested with 8 European gnar-
antee, can be infringed in ita letter and its apirit,
wuder the eyes of the very Powers which onght to be
its guardisns

Iu presence of sneh s precedent. what valne can
Bussin attach to the efficacy of this agreement and
to the guarantee of security that she believed she
had found in the prineiple of the nentralization of
the Black S8ea? The equilibrium established in the
Fast by the treaty of 1856 is therefore destroyed, to
the detriment of Russia. The resolution taken by
eur august master has no other object than toreistab-
tish it

Her Britannic Majesty's Government would never
sonsent to leave the sconrity of its consta to the
mercy of an agreement which is no longer respeeted,
It is tao just not to recognize that we have the same
duties and the same Tights, Bot what we especially
desire to establish is, that this decision implies no
ehange in the policy which His Majesty the Emperor
follows in the East.

You have several times already been made to enter
into explanatious with the Cabinet of London npon
the general views which the two Governments hold
npon this important question, and to point out a con-
formity of principles aud of intercsts which we have
noted with much satisfaction. We have deduced,
therefore, that it is neither from England nor Rus
sia that the dangers can come which conld threaten
the Ottoman Empire ; that the two Cabinets have an
equal desire to maintain its existenoce as long as pos-
sible, by the settlement and conciliation of the dif-
forences between the Porte aud the Christian sub-
jects of the Sultan ; aud that in ease a decisive crisis
should oecur notwithstanding these eifforts, Loth are
equally resolved to ask the solution; above all, in &
general agreement of the great Powers of Europe.

We have not cessed to entertain these views, We
beliove that their complete analogy reuders a serions
misunderstanding possible between Her Britaunic
Majesty’s Government and ours.  We attach the ut-
most value to it, ss the best guarantee for presery ing
the peace and the eauilibrinm of Europe from the
dangers which may result from the complications in
the East.

By order of His Majesty the Emperor, your Exeel-
Joncy is authorized to reiterute the assurunce of this
o Lord Granville, We sincerely eongratulate onr-
selves if the frankness of these explanations shonld
eontribute toit, by removing all possibility of mis-
anderstanding between Her Britannic Majesty's
Governmant and us.

Iy by Lord Bulwer-Lytton; the appearance of an
Austrign squadron at Vurna, a Turkish city on the
Black Sea, when the Emperor of Austria wae there ;
and lastly, the vovage of the Sultun in a Turkish
frigate. The Russian Envoy at Constantinople pro-
tested against this latter circomstance at the time,
but ineffectually.

Imate and only responsible representative of the French
Government. Minlster Wasbhburnoe his boen used by our
Government as o medinm of communication for lmpor-
tant matters, but, not notwithstanding the length of the
war, there have been but few subjects of lmportance re-
quiring bis mediation, His recognition of the French
Republic waa not premature, but was In pursuance of
orders, and his present course 18 thorouglly in accord-
ance with the wishes of the Adminlstration. The elee-
tion of the Duoke of Aosta to be Klog of Spain will not
materially alter our Cuban policy. Epain, though slow
in diplomwcy, Infother respects is quick 1o accept war,
and the future of Cuba is not worth a war 1o ua

The policy of Englaud toward her Provioees has always
been just, and continues to be honorable.  Gen. Butler's
schome for the annexation of Canada as an ineident to
the settlement of the Alabama Claims, as detalled in the
Lowell letter to Tug TRIBUNE, slmply means war; for
England would not submit to it without s struggle, The
Alsbama Clalms must and will be settled at the proper
timr—perhaps very soon. The main ohjection to the
Jubnson-Clarendon Treaty wos that private «lalms were
fncluded in the protocol. The Alabama Clalms are held
by us to be of higher importance and more grave dignity
than private clalms, because they iuvelve important
questions of international law, which cannot be settled
by an ordinary Convention, or o mixed Claln Commus
glon, such as | required for the adjustment of the latter.

La Fere made n brilliant sortie
yesterday, and 1 lieved the neighboring town of
Tergnier, which w s sorely pressed by the enemy.
The besiegers lost soveral hundred killed, wounded,
and prisoners.

THE PARISIANS TIRED OF WAR—ANOTHER GER-
MAN VESSEL CAFTURED—THOMAS CARLYLE
ON PRUBSIAN POLICY.

Advices from Paris, by way of Delgium, represent
that the citizens are tired of the war, and that they
condemn the Governmeant for rejecting an armistice,
and demand the convocation of & National Assembly.
M. Renan, in the Jeurnal des Debats, writea that in
spite of hostilities the delegates can be bronght to-
gether within eight days, and the preas and the peo-
ple are urging the authorities to take action o this
end,

The Bremen ship Magdalene, Capt. Wencke, which
pailed from New-York Oct, 15 for Bremen, has been
captured by a French erniser and taken into Brest.

Thomas Carlyle writes at great length to The Times
{his morning on the subject of the war between
France and Prossia. He elaims that Franee, after
an experience of four centuries, is sure to do again
what she did before, when ghe recovers from the
effects of the war, and therefore praises the policy
pursusd by Prussda, which he says is founded on
solid and practical prudence,

Earl Russell has written a pamphlet on the situa-
tion. He proposes a joint armed resistance of the
Powers if Prussia demands more than Aleace and a
part of Lorraine; and urges England to form »
strong military reserve based on the militia, and to
place » strong garrison st Quebec, under an ahle
commander.

The French gunboat Senard is repairing and coal-
ing at Yarmonth.

‘The press of Berlin endeavor to demonsteate from
Napoleon's secret correspondence discovernd at St
(Moud, that an anti-Prussian war was decided upon
long before the Hohenzollern ineident. Two letters
to that purport were found dated in June—a month
before the declaration of war.

THE NAVAL DUEL OFF HAVANA.

FULL DETAILS OF THE FIGHT—THE CAITAIN
GENERAL OF CUBA ACTS A8 UMPIRE—THE
KILLED  AND WOUNDED—EXCITEMENT IN
HAVANA.

The New-Orleans Times of Monday last con-
taing the following account of the recont naval dosl off
Havana:

Hy the steamship Caba whieh has just srrived n pert,
we learn that an fmmense smouut of exoitément lus
been produced in Havans ln consequence of & naval
duel which took place iu wight of the eity om the oth,
betwoen two monltors bearing the French and Prosdan
colors. Those vessels, the Bouvet (Freneh) and Moteor
(Prussian) had, after erusing through the Caribbean Sea,
secidentally fonnd themselves together (o the saine port s
fow days preceding the fight, and as all parties, offioers
und men on board of the steamers were hnpatient for
the fray, the hopending Aght wis no secret in the strects
of Havana preceding the encounter, and harge bets were
in conseqguence made as to the result,

In the frat mancuvering with a view to the settlement
of this question, the Meteor left port with a tacit under-
standing that she would be followed outside, but re
turned the same day, to find that her rival hsd been de-
tuined to walt the 34 hours demanded in such cases by
neutral Gover ta. The Fr on the sth, sailed
from port with a view Lo the settiement of the qnestion,
und waltsd mine miles from port for the sxpiration of
the limit agreed upon by law. While so awnitdng on the
morning of the 9th, the steamship Cuba, from Baltimare,
was entering port, and, ln aceordanice with the nsage of
war, was called npon hy s shot from the Bouvet to show
ber endors. The Cuba not having answered the demand
in any great haste, a second ghot followed, which passed
within about 30 feet of the stern of the vessel. The Amer-
jean flug was thereupon displayed, and shortly after an
officer of the Bouvet eame on board to apologise fur what
he claimed was 4 DeceSSATY procaution,

To return, however, to the Metoor, which had been
awalting the prescribed delay. One o'clock had boen flxed
upon as the time for leaving port, and ut that hour tho
flut-roofed houses of Havanas were covered with thon-
sands of spectitors of both sexes, armed with fleld and
apera-glassen.  The Meteor started out of the long, nar-
row harbor of Havana punctually to the minute, and was
followod by the Bpuulsh man-of-war, the Herman Cortes,
Liaving on board Captain-General Do Rodas and staff, the
Commandante of the Marine, the Civil Governor, three
medical suthorities, and s large number of other guests,

The Bouvel was already i waiting lving off the eastern
const, und at 1:97 the Metoor passed the Moro (whose
towers were all erowded with apectators), sud steered
directly for her expectant enemy.

The Bouvet thereupon bore [down upon ber advancing
encwmy with her prow naturally turned in the direction
of port.

Giunta also appropristed the sum of 50,000 francs for dis-
tribution to political exiles, nutives of Rome and worthy
of asslstance, who would return to thelr bomes, The
Court of the Quirinal 1s dafly crowded with hundrods of
these men, gauut, hungry-eyoed clamants of their coun-
try’s bounty., For Rome is not ungrateful, but gen-
erously mindful of the children that have suffered for her.

The new Munleipal Adminlstration has been ralsing
pome exeltement among the Government cuployées by its
savage encroschments on their old life. Formerly the
day's work began at 10 in the morning, they left
for lunch &t 31}, returned at 1, and  were
shortly digmissed for the day, Now these gentlemen
have recelved strict orders to come at 8 o'clock in the
moruing, and not lesave [thelr duties until 8, This
summary leap from two hours to seven must shake them
like a galvanic shock ont of their old coursea. Many are

Bomio digsatisfaction Is reported o the lately annexed
provinces with recent decrces, making of several of thels
larger towns mere dependencies, deprived of thelr sepa-
rate Prefecturcs. This act has somewhat dashod the en
thusisam of those districts for thelr union to the King-
dom of Ttaly, and they threaten ln revenay to send to Par
lisment Opposition Deputies. Tt sscius that the Govern-
mient hud been intending, as an econowmical messire, W re-
dues the pumber of [Prefectures iu the Kingdom, aml
profita by the ocoasion to begin the change with thew.
